Club  member  Max  Whitby)  fourth. 

Tattersalls  Club  members  were  also 
represented  in  the  Listed  Carrington 
Stakes  (1,100m)  -  Anthony  Cummings 
training  Dane  Again  and  Charles 
Plumridge  part  owner  of  Cooder.  The 
top  weight  Presently  was  attempting 
to  make  it  back  to  back  wins  in  this 
prestigious  race,  however  the 
Gwenda  Markwell  trained  Bold 
Matador  had  a  comprehensive  win  to 
set  a  race  record  (1 .03.05  -  last  600m 
In  34.40)  and  take  the  race  over 
Majestic  Feeling  and  Mindreader. 

Other  winners  on  the  day  were 
Churchill  Downs  in  the  Listed  Widden 
Stakes,  Frazzle  Dazzle  (winning  over 
Tattersalls  Club  member  John 


Ingham’s  horse.  Tin  Pan,  second), 
fi/laiiiniforus,  Chaud  Roche,  Chess 
Record  and  Silent  Song. 

The  Tattersalls  Club  racing  colours 
were  not  seen  on  the  day,  but  a 
reminder  to  all  members  who  own 
racehorses  that  the  Tattersalls  Club 
racing  colours  are  available  for  you  to 
use  -  please  contact  Mark  Bartrop  for 
details.
